counsel The dilemma that confronted him wil! 
be apparent at once to the legal mind. and need: 
no explanation to our lawyer-subscribers: but to 
the lay-readers it may be said that the Hon E. S 
Farrington is noted beyond the confines of this 
State for his high sense of impartiality, his even 
handed justice, and his acute sense of the dignity 
of the Federal Court, and he found himself in the 
position of either having to permit the admission 
of testimony by the prosecution which his know 
edge of the points of the game told him wes im 
proper. and which the defendant was too ianor n' 
of legal procedure to object to. or he was required 
to block this testimony himself. and rule it ovt 
without objection from the defendant, and thv: 
put himself, he, the judge, in the position of cour 
sel for the defendant 


The judge's sense of fairness triumphed over hic 
sense of the proprieties. and. not once bn: tents 
times, in the course of this trial he did зе И
